7. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for the proper observance of Memo- 
rial Day. 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for maintaining street lighting by electricity for 
the ensuing year, as the lights are now located. 


g. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to opening Shaker Bridge for Steamboats. 


1o. ‘To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the collection of taxes, also see if the Town will vote 
to pay the collector his percentage for what he has col- 
lected and turned over to the Treasurer, on taxes of 
1899. | 

11. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to purchase more 
Snow Rollers. ‘ 


12.. To see what action the Town will take in régard 
to a proposition to be presented by Henry Cumings to 
build a Library building. 


13. To see if the Town will vote toexempt from tax- 
ation the Copeland Block (so called) as willed to the 
Town District for educational purposes.

BOARD of EDUCATION 


of Town School District. 


In submitting our annual report we are happy to 
bear witness to the general fidelity of our teachers, who 
have been diligent and untiring in their efforts and ful- 
ly alive to the importance and responsibility of their 
work. 


We believe that the progress compares favorably 
with that of any preceding year during the existence of 
the new school law. 


We have endeavored to secure and retain consecu- 
tively the services of desirable teachers and have made 
no change in seven of the eight schools maintained dur- 
ing the year. 


One of the principal elements that go to make a suc- 
cessful school is good discipline, and in this particular 
we think at no time have the schools maintained a high- 
er standard than during the last year. 


A few years ago no liabilities were reported but the 
district was owing nearly $400.00 for school supplies and 
the Town of Plainfield for schooling Methodist Hill 
scholars for one year. We are pleased to be able to 
state however that these bills as well as all others against 
the district are paid and the school rooms are better 
equipped for the school work of another year than ever 


before, the school supply bills for the next few years 
should be small. 


We recommend the repair or sale of the Potato Hill 
school house, the condition of which will be stated at 
school meeting. 


It will be necessary to raise about ¢100.00 for the 
repair of other houses, but owing to the generous gift of 
the late Ira Copeland it will not be necessary to raise 
much if any extra money for the support of schools. 


By looking over the Mont Calm school house care- 
fully it was found to be in much worse condition than 
was expected and quite a sum of money was expended 
repairing it under the direction of A. M. Bucklin, about 
$40.00 was also expended in grading and building fence 
‘at Cambridgeville under direction of V. M. Clough. 


We again remind parents of the importance of visit- 
ing schools and seeing that their children are constant 
and punctual in their attendance. 


Let the cause of Common Schools be the common 
ground where we shall allstand and work together with- 
out respect to political or religious difference. 


With the best feelings and wishes for teachers, 
children, parents and townsmen, this report is respect- 
fully submitted. ,
